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South San Francisco 
May Settle 
Railroad Issue 


It is impossible to believe that any- 
one on the peninsula will oppose the 
Western Pacifie’s entry, yet, on the 
other hand, it is just as important 
that unanimous approval of all cities 
be given to the railroad project. For, 
if it is not shown that public in 
terest demands railroad competition, 
the efforts of the Southern Pacific will 
be successful, 

When the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission is asked to sanction the con 
struction of the Western Pacific’s $2. 
000,000 peninsula line, it is under no 
compulsion to grant the certificate of 
public necessity and convenience, un 
less it is shown that another railroad 


is needed. 

That it is, has been shown by the 
unanimous indorsement given the pro 
ject by the chambers of commerce of 
Ktedwood City, San Mateo and Bur 
lingume. There remains, however, one 
important city on the peninsula to be 
heard from, And that city, in all prob 
ability, will decide the issue. 

Three important civic organizations 
of South San Francisco will be asked 
to indorse or reject the Western VPaci- 
fic’'s plans this week. The Manufac- 
turers’ Association, the Chamber of 
Commerce, and the Exchange Club 
heard the arguments for and against 
the railroad and are ready to act, 

As the Western Pacific plans a pure 
ly frcight line, the industrial city is 
vitally interested. The railroad’s busi 
ness will come from the industries. 
Since industries do not get the best 
rates from a monopolistic railroad, 
they locate where there is railroad 
competition, Once we secure this com 
petition, industries will follow. 

On the matter, the South San Fr: 
cisco Enterprise says: 

“Ordinarily any industry, be i 
road, steamship line, factory or ’ 
other business willing and ready to 
spend $4,000,000 in a district would be 
received with open arms. It seems pe 
culiar to maintain a neutral corse in 
the face of such a proposal, vet that is 
our position,”
